Due provision was nutde in the 
Underwood law for the displacement of American 
labor and production in many lines of aRrieulture 
and manufacture. It takes time for tiie foreijjners 
to get all tlie henellls of this careful regard for their 
interests, but they will get them. The newest de- 
Telopment is that of having suits of clothes made in 
London on jneasurments taken in riiiludi-lphiu, 
with a guarantee that the suits shall he delivered 
not later than 28 days after they are ordered. Th<f 
greatly reduced Tariff on cloth and on clotliint; 
makes it easy for London to undersell both our 
weavers and our clothing makers. That means loss 
of employment in the mills and in the clothin;; fac- 
tories. English cloth is made by weiivers eatniiitr 
less than half the wages paid to .\merican weavers, 
and London tailors are glad to work for less than 
half the wages paid to Anu'rican tailors. All this 
wag well known when the Underwood TaritT was 
framed. The purpose of that law is being accom- 
plished at the expense of American labor. 

THE YOUNG MAN S CHANCE. 

There always is and always will be a chance at 
the top for the one best fitted for the position. In 
fact, the demand for men to fill the places that are 

ated at or near the top is likely to he more in- 
sistent than ever before. This creation of a new 
demand is caused by the operation of the law op- 
posed to the intcrloekintr directorates. The conse- 
quence will be that it will be bard to tind men of 
the large business cai)acity and experience to fill 
the positions that will be made vacant by men 
stroni; in finnnce and in the bnsiness world who are 
leaving their boards. 

Some of the men who are letting go of positions 
on directorates have been on as many as fifty or 
sixty difFerent boards. If they should all '^i'i ofT 
one directorate for some other directorate which 
they considered more important, there would be the 
possibility of being a complete vacancy on some of 
the boards. Such a contingency is not likely t^ 
arise. 

But the chief thing will be the need of men to fill 
fttCh positions, and they mu.st he real men. TIere is 
a fine opportunity that faces the youth of today. No 
longer can he claim that the road to preferment 
has been closed against him. Such a claim never 
was really true. It is much less true now— Charles- 
ton Mail. "
